" Boruixe Foop ror Hoas.—Ata
meeting of the New York Farmer’s
Club, Prof. Mapes made the follow-
ing remarks in regard to boiling food
for hogs : .

«The proof of the saving of food
by boiling has been given lere; we
may as well have it. Mr. Mason
was o watchmaket in Camden, N.J.,

‘among other fancies he liked to kecp
hogs. He had his hog pen built just
back of his shop, so that he could sit
at his window and watch his hogs—
Every spring he bought some pigs
and fed them through the scason.
Just opposite to Mr. Mason was the
store of Mr. Van Arsdale, and every
pound of food Mr Mason gave to his
pigs he bought at Lis store. At the
end of six months he got his bill from
Mr. Van Arsdale, and he always
slaughtered his hogsat thesame time;
o that he kuew cxactly how much
his pork cost. For several years it
figured up at thirteen cents per pound
At length some onc advised him to
boil his corn. * He accordingly got a
large kettle and cooked all the food
which he fed to his pigs. Then his

“‘pork cost him four-and a half cents
per pound. We also had the expe-
rience of Mr. Campbell, which was
the same as Mr. Mason’s. Henry

Ellsworth made some cxtensive ex-

iments in the same thing, and his
statement is that thirteen pounds of
boiled corn, makes as much pork as

thirty pounds of raw corn.”

Curiné Mpar.—We .take the
following, which we consider reliable,
from the Southern Cultivator., Itis
in answer to an enquiry as to the
best method of preventing the inter-
ference of insects:

We submitted the enquiries of our
correspondent to our friend Col. L.
Wilkerson, of this place, who is as
well posted and successfull in- curing
meat as any person we know in the
business, and he gives us his process
in a few words:

1st. Kill ‘the logs carly. Late
cured meat is much wore sub-
jeet to the attacks of insccts, than
that cured ecarlier in the scason.
Meat should be fattened so as to kill
during the cold spell that almost, if
not always invariably comes between
ghe 15th and 25th of November. It
iis cheaper to fatten mecat at that
gime than later, and the curing isless
troublesome and more certain.

9. Pack all your meat in casks of
brine, immersing them a'l over, so a8
4o exclude the air. Neither saltpe-
4re or sugar arc required for curing,
tbut can be added, if liked. They
will he salt enough in three or four
weeks, according tosize. Take them
out and drain; smcar over ull the
fleshy parts with a paste of syrup
.and black pepper, covering every ex-
toaed part; then hang up to dry ina

ight, airyhouse. Be certain to take
plenty of black pepper—the red pep-
is of nouse. The syrup is only
employed to hold the pepper. Col.
‘Wilkerson showed us bis hams, cuved
in this way, without smoke, which
“were layin%I in his store room  ex-
posed, which were perfectly sweet
and sound.
